Romney Knocks Obama’s Plan 


Republican says policy 
allowing immigrants 
to stay here is political 


Brunswick, Ohio 

Mitt Romney in an interview aired 
Sunday repeatedly refused to say that 
he would overturn President Obama’s 
new policy allowing some young ille- 
gal immigrants to stay in the Unit- 
ed States. He claimed Obama’s deci- 
sion was political, while senior White 
House adviser David Plouffe said the 
move wasn’t motivated by politics. 

The Republican presidential can- 
didate was asked three times in an 
interview on CBS’ “Face the Nation” 
whether he would overturn the exec- 
utive order issued Friday if he’s elect- 
ed in the fall. He refused to direct- 
ly answer. 

“It would be overtaken by events,” 
Romney said when pressed for the 
second time by moderator Bob Schi- 
effer. He explained the order would 
become irrelevant “by virtue of my 
putting in place a long-term solution, 
with legislation which creates law that 
relates to these individuals such that 
they know what their setting is going 
to be, not just for the term of a presi- 
dent but on a permanent basis.” 

As he swept through Ohio on Sun- 
day, he told a cheering crowd that the 
president’s slogan had changed.

What It All Means 

Under the Obama administration’s new 
plan, illegal immigrants will be able to 
avoid deportation if they can prove they 
were brought to the United States before 
they turned 16 and are younger than 30, 
have been in the country for at least five 
continuous years, have no criminal history, 
graduated from a U.S. high school or earned a GED diploma or certificate, 
or served in the military. They also can apply for a work permit that will be 
good for two years with no limits on how many times it can be renewed, (ap)

“Last time when he was running 
for president his campaign theme 
was hope and change. This time he’s 
hoping to change the subject because 
the American people are not happy,” 
Romney said. 

In the interview, Romney sug- 
gested that Obama’s decision on 
immigration was motivated by pol- 
itics. “If he felt seriously about this 
he should have taken action when he 
had a Democrat House and Senate, 
but he didn’t,” he said. 

Plouffe contended that Obama’s 
action, which appeals to Hispanic 
voters who are critical to the presi- 
dent’s re-election effort, was not “a 
political move.” 

Still, Plouffe acknowledged that 
Obama’s team expects an extraor- 
dinarily close election. “It’s going to 
come down to a few votes per pre- 
cinct in a few states,” Plouffe said 
in an interview on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” His comment underscores the 
reality that a small number of extra 
votes from Hispanics could make the 
difference in key states like Nevada 
and Colorado. 

Obama’s order has put Romney 
in the difficult position, forcing him 
to decide between possibly alienat- 
ing Hispanic voters with tough talk 
or stoking anger within a conserva- 
tive GOP base that was slow to warm 
to him during the primary process.

Colo. Wildfire Destruction 
Sets New State Record 


Denver 

Crews in northern Colorado are 
facing powerful winds as they bat- 
tle a blaze that has scorched about 
86 square miles of mountainous 
forest land and destroyed at least 
I8l homes, the most in state his- 
tory. Meanwhile, local authorities 
are focusing on another concern 
— looting. 

The destructiveness of the High 
Park Fire burning 15 miles west of 
Fort Collins surpassed the Fourmile 
Canyon wildfire, which destroyed 
169 homes west of Boulder in Sep- 
tember 2010. 

More than 1,630 personnel 
are working on the Fort Collins- 
area fire, which was sparked by 
lightning and is 45 percent con- 
tained. 

Julie Berney with the Larimer 
County Sheriffs Office said fire- 
fighters can expect winds of 30 
mph with gusts of up to 50 mph 
Sunday. Some rain moved through 
Saturday evening, but it wasn’t 
enough to quell the fire. 

“The problem is that when 
you have a fire like this, even if it

A red flag warning has been 
issued for the area until 8 p.m. 
Sunday, and temperatures could 
reach 90 degrees, the hottest day 
since the fire was reported June 9.

Pro-Bailout Party Wins Greek Election 


Crucial vote eases 
fears that country 
would exit eurozone 

Athens, Greece 

Fears of an imminent Greek exit 
from Europe’s joint currency reced- 
ed Sunday after the conservative 
New Democracy party came first 
in a critical election and pro-bail- 
out parties won enough seats to 
form a joint government. 

As central banks stood ready to 
intervene in case of financial tur- 
moil, Greece held its second nation- 
al election in six weeks after an 


inconclusive ballot on May 6. 

The vote was seen as crucial 
since it could determine whether 
Greece would leave the joint euro 
currency, a move that would have 
potentially catastrophic conse- 
quences for other ailing Europe- 
an nations, the U.S. and the entire 
global economy. 

The parties have starkly dif- 
ferent views about what to do 
about the $300 billion in bailout 
loans that Greece has been given 
by international lenders, and the 
austerity measures that previous 
Greek governments had to accept 
to get the funds. 

Syriza chief Alexis Tsipras, who

As Egyptians voted in a second 
day of elections for a successor to 
Hosni Mubarak, the ruling military 
issued an interim constitution Sun- 
day defining the new president’s 
authorities, a move that sharp- 
ened the confrontation with the 
Muslim Brotherhood and showed 
how the generals will maintain 
the lion’s share of power no mat- 
ter who wins. 

With parliament dissolved and 
martial law effectively in force, the 
generals granted themselves con- 
siderable authorities. They will be 
the de facto lawmakers, control the 
budget and will control who writes 
the permanent constitution that 
will define the country’s future. 

“Things have not changed at all. 
It is as if the revolution never hap- 
pened,” Ayat Maher, a 28-year-old 
mother of three, said as she waited 
for her husband to vote in Cairo. 

A significant question from 
the Saturday-Sunday runoff will 


be how their relationship will be 
with the new president. 

Ahmad Shafiq, who was Muba- 
rak’s last prime minister and is an 
ex-air force commander, is seen as 
the generals’ favorite in the contest 
and would likely work closely with 


them. His opponents fear the result 
will be a continuation of the mili- 
tary-backed police state that Muba- 
rak ran for nearly 29 years. 

A victory by his opponent, the 
conservative Islamist Moham- 
med Morsi, could translate into a 


rockier tussle for spheres of power 
between his Muslim Brotherhood 
and the military. 

The winner will be official- 
ly announced Thursday. But the 
result could be known by as early 
as Monday morning, (ap)

Metro Rolls Out Rush+ 


Officials set for major 
test of communication, 
Logistical standards 

Transportation 

On Monday, Metro will launch Rush 
Plus, a major service change that 
transit officials say will improve 
rush-hour commutes for riders on 
the Orange and Yellow lines but 
may lead to longer waits for folks 
who travel the Blue Line. 

With Rush Plus, Metro hopes 
to clear space in the Rosslyn tun- 
nel for the arrival of the Silver Line 
and relieve crowding on the Orange 
Line, where trains between the 
Court House and Rosslyn stations 
carry more passengers than any- 
where else in the system. 

But with fewer trains running 
on the Blue Line during the same 
rush-hour spans, Metro officials 
acknowledge that not all riders will 
benefit. The loss of trains on the 
Blue Line has prompted some of 
the system’s critics to dub the plan 
“Rush Minus.” 

Rush Plus is one of Metro’s strat- 


egies for responding to increased 
ridership at a time when the transit 
system lacks the resources to invest 
in major capital projects. The shift 
to eight-car trains on some lines 
is another way Metro has tried to 
accommodate the growth. 


What®B ah® 

Under Rush Plus, three trains in 
each direction will be added to 
the Orange and Yellow lines dur- 
ing rush hour, between 6:30 and 
9 a.m. and 3:30 and 6 p.m. Metro 
says the changes will improve 
service for about 110,000 riders. 


“They really are trying to man- 
age demand on their existing sys- 
tem,” said Ron Kirby, director of 
transportation planning for the 
Metropolitan Washington Coun- 
cil of Governments. 

The shift is intended to provide 
more service to stations along the 
north-south corridor in the Dis- 
trict to accommodate job growth 
in neighborhoods on the city’s east 
side, such as NoMa. 

“Metro is seeing more passen- 
gers coming from Northern Virgin- 


ia who are interested in going to the 
eastern side of the map and less so to 
the western side,” Kirby said. 

For Metro’s management and 
staff, Monday will be a major test 

— and perhaps the agency’s big- 
gest logistical challenge since the 
2009 presidential inauguration. 
That effort, in which the transit 
system ran rush-hour service for 
15 consecutive hours to accommo- 
date the record crowds, was largely 
considered a success. In some ways, 
though. Rush Plus will be even trick- 
ier because officials must make it 
work every weekday. 

Part of Rush Plus’ success 
will rest on the agency’s ability to 
communicate with its customers 

— historically not one of Metro’s 
strengths. The agency has invest- 
ed an estimated $400,000 in a pub- 
lic-awareness campaign designed 
to get the word out to the 126,000 
commuters who officials say will 
be affected by the shift. 

Metro officials said they don’t 
expect any major problems but 
plan to deploy more than 100 
additional staffers at key stations.

Va. GOP Opts to Hold Convention 


Cuccinelli predicted 
to fare better in run 
for governor’s office 

Richmond 

Virginia’s outspoken attorney gen- 
eral, Ken Cuccinelli II, received a 
significant boost Friday in his bat- 
tle to secure the Republican nomi- 
nation for governor when the state 
OOP’s governing board voted to 
hold a convention, instead of a 
primary election, to pick its can- 
didate next year. 

Cuccinelli is expected to fare 
far better among conservative 
party stalwarts who will attend 


the convention than his rival for 
the nomination, Lt. Gov. Bill Bol- 
ling, who most likely would have 
been more attractive to less con- 
servative and moderate voters in a 
primary, especially in a state where 
primaries are open to members of 
either major party. 

In choosing a convention, the 
Republican governing board actu- 
ally reversed course in what is 
shaping up to be a contentious and 
expensive race. 

Despite the setback, Bolling 
ruled out a lawsuit, even though 
he had previously hired high-pro- 
file elections lawyer Jan Baran to 
weigh his options. 

“In the days to come I will

aggressively move to restructure 
my campaign and prepare to com- 
pete in the convention process,” 
Bolling said in a statement. “I have 


run and won in conventions before 
and I will do so again in 2013. ... I 
am confident that we can defy the 
political pundits and win in a party 
convention, just like we would have 
won in a statewide primary.” 

In Virginia, the parties choose 
how to nominate their candidates. 
A primary is open to all voters — 
more than 100,000 have cast ballots 
in recent years — while a conven- 
tion is attended by a few thousand 
die-hard activists elected by the 
party at the local level for the day- 
long event. Republicans have alter- 
nated between primaries and con- 
ventions in recent years; Democrats 
have usually chosen a primary.

A Silver docs Milestone 


API and Discovery's 
annual documentary 
film festival has carved 
out a niche of its own 


Silver Spring 

When the AFI-Discovery Channel Sil- 
verdocs Documentary Festival was 
launched in 2003, it arrived on a land- 
scape that, if not exactly barren, was 
largely unsettled. 

As new neighbors in Silver Spring, 
the American Film Institute and Dis- 
covery found natural mutual interests 
in creating a festival dedicated to non- 
fiction cinema (this was before Dis- 
covery was better known for “Deadli- 
est Catch” and “Sarah Palin’s Alaska” 
than nature documentaries).

In this Thursday’s weekend section, 
learn about “Beware of Mr. Baker,” one 
of the films at this year’s Silverdocs, 
and other must-see documentaries. 


Still, the cultural hub that the 
Washington suburb has become — 
anchored by AFI’s Silver Theatre and 
Cultural Center, as well as the near- 
by Regal Majestic multiplex, the Fill- 
more and the Round House Theatre 
— was still a rose-colored vision. And, 
with such box office record-setters as 
“Fahrenheit 9/11 ” “March of the Pen- 
guins” and “An Inconvenient Truth” 
still years away, a weeklong festival 
showing nothing but documentaries 
was anything but a sure thing. 

Upon announcing Silverdocs’ inau- 
gural program, founding director Nina 
Gilden Seavey predicted in 2003 that 
it would become a “standout” on the 
international festival circuit, adding 
that “the festival’s proximity to Wash- 
ington, D.C., places Silverdocs in a 
unique position to engage policymak- 
ers, journalists, issue experts, elected

officials and activists, to explore, chal- 
lenge and honor documentaries and 
the ideas behind them.” 

When Silverdocs launches its 10th 
edition Monday, that mission will 
largely have come to pass. Within a 
documentary ecosystem that spans 
well-respected regional festivals, 
sprawling market-driven nonfiction 
conclaves and the 400-pound gorilla 
known as Sundance, Silverdocs has 
carved out a niche all its own. 

As the festival and attendant five- 
day conference have grown more inte- 
grated and cohesive over the years, the 
smart, influential filmgoers who make 
up the bulk of the audience have come 
to rely on Silverdocs as a venue for that 
year’s must-see documentaries (such 
Oscar winners as “Taxi to the Dark 
Side” and “Man on Wire” played Sil- 
verdocs, as well as this year’s “Bully”). 
Filmmakers, for their part, appreciate 
it as a respite from the hustle of more 
commercially oriented festivals. 

“The crowds are great” at Silver- 
docs, says AJ Schnack, whose film 
“Convention” premiered at Silver- 
docs in 2009 and who considers it 
the top documentary-centric festi- 
val in the country. “You get the feel- 
ing that they’re real moviegoing 
crowds — they’re not just doc nerds.”

‘One Nation Under 
Dog' may be hard to 
take for pooch Lovers

9:00 Under Dog ” HBO’s reveal- 
ing but difficult documen- 
tary about our deep bonds with 
canine companions, we reach a 
point that is nearly too awful to 
watch. 

With plenty of warning to view- 
ers, the film shows what happens 
at an animal shelter’s last stop — 
a fate met by a couple of million 
dogs each year in the United States. 
A half-dozen dogs are set into a 
large metal box. The lid is shut and 
sealed, and a worker twists the gas 
valve. The screams from inside the 
box are ghastly. 

Next they put in the puppies. 

One would guess that 80 per- 
cent of you aren’t reading anymore. 
Which probably makes “One Nation 
Under Dog” one of the toughest 


sells around. This film is only for 
the most rational sort of dog lover 
— someone who “gets” the human- 
dog connection at its most soul- 
ful level but also harbors no mag- 
ical thinking about a dog’s life. 
They are not like us, and we out- 
live them. Between those two facts 
exists something almost indescrib- 
ably dear and fragile. 

The film, which is split themat- 
ically into stories of “fear,” “loss” 


and “betrayal,” zeroes in unflinch- 
ingly on the most troubling aspects 
of American pet ownership, with- 
out becoming an animal-rights bro- 
chure. Even though a viewer keeps 
expecting a Sarah McLachlan ballad 
to kick in during all those glimps- 
es of sad eyes peering from behind 
chain-link kennels, the film ends on 
a sober, imploring note of urgen- 
cy about spaying and neutering.
